moisture, a portion of it ia changed to 
ozone, which instead ot impairing the 
quality of the tissue increases its digeb- 
tibility and improves largely its nutrient 
properties. 


With reference to broad, wo think the 


Iu th« 
preienco of a ranfled and freely circulat- 
ing atmosphere tho carborio acid gap, 
generated by tbo "rising," more reariily 
passes oft", leaving tho bread light, while 
the noxious gas, which makes tho ordi- 
nary bread baked in closed ovens eo in- 
digestible and unhealthy to weak stom- 
aces, lias nearly all passed off wilh tho 
currents of heated air.
